PANISH VOLUNTEER'S REVOLT.

Refused to Give Up Their Arms to
the Government Until Their

Hitaiia, Oct. '£.The Spanish authoritiesfor the last two months have resorted
to imposing the most unjust and severe

fines on every vessel on whose manifest
they could detect the smallest mistake. The
Clinto-n. Clara Barton's Red Cross ship.
was the first to suffer by this scheme, ami
lately the Alfredo, a little naphtha yacht,
belonging to the Cuban Junta and flying
the American flag, was fined $500 for some

trivial omission in Iter papers. For the
last two weeks Captain Cartaya, of tie
Alfredo, has been endeavoring to obtain
from Mr. Mnntoro, the Minister of
Finances, a remittance of the unjust flue
Imposed on his vessel. He also applied to
the English Consul, acting here in the in
terests of America, to see what he could
do, but the efforts of the Consul were alsc
fruitless, as the Spanish were obdurate.

Reaolnte Captain Plucky.
Finally as a last resort Captain Catava

went to Captain Eaton, of the Resolute,
and that officer quickly settled the* question.Captain Eaton went on Wednesday
afternoon to General Blanco and informed
him that the Resolute was to sail the followingday, towing the yacht Alfredo. GeneralBlanco immediately called up Minister
Montoro and Administrator Arriete, of the
Customs, on the phone, and, after a short
consultation, the flue was remitted and the
little Alfredo, bobbing np_-#nd down in
the wake of the Resolute, left the bay of
Havana on the following afternoon, withoutpaying the flue or being fired upon by
the cannons of Cabanas fortress.

CYRANO D EI BERLIN
NOT DE BERGERAC.

Critics Pronounce the German Translationof Rostand's Great Play
a Failure.

Parisian critics as well a« those of Berlin

Assert that "Cyrano de Bergerac." translatedby Herr Fulda Into German, is not

a success in Germany. The author, M. EdmoudRostand, it is said, wrote It for

French ears, and It loses all its power
and character in translation. With the exceptionof the National Zeitung all the
German [tapers speak deprecattngly of the

play. And the French critics admit that
Hcrr Fttlda. thotigh a poet of high talent,
s litterateur of excellent taste and judgment..iias failed to reproduce the coloring,
the brilliance and the spirit ot the piece.
It was impossible for hint, of course, to
render with force tlie peculiar French
rurallsnis of the dialogues. The Berlin
correspondent of (he Paris Figaro writes:

"It was not Cyrano de Bergerac which I
saw at. the Deutsche Theatre. I saw a
hero with a ridiculous figure and tender
heart.a German who knows how to handlethe sword, ;» poet who murmurs sweet
love verses, a German soldier, a Cyrano de
Berlin, but not De Bergerac. He lacks the
hearty gestures and the sonorous voice
which can rule a tumult of command lu
T>artie. in a worn, H IS n t.vrauu nuuuiii

force or character. Only In two places. In
the ballad of the lirst act and In the love
ncene of the balcony, has the translator
retained the power of the original, and It
becomes more and more feeble as the piece
progresses. The interpretation loses Irs
force completely through the vocal defects
of the artist who plays Cyrano, Hcrr
Kain^. who enjoys great reputation as an
artist in Germany. His tender voice
chirps the love songs gracefully. but
proves a perfect failure at the outbursts
of anger and passion. And then the music!
if Is entirely too French to please German
ears, nor Is 't rich enough in invention
and Ideas to suit for a translation."

URGES CONSTANT RECITAL

The Pontiff's Tribute to This
Beautiful Form of CatholicDevotion.

TJie following is Pope Leo XIII.'s encyclicaloil the rosary, Just issued:
To the Patriarch*, primates, Archbishops,
Bishops and others constituted in EcclesiasticalAuthority Living in Peace and
Communion with the Apostolic See.

Venerable Brethren, Health and Benediction:
When we look back upon the long vista
of years during which, by the grace of
(Irtrt And tint thrmich nnv mprif of niir

own, we have occupied the Supreme
Pontificate, we cannot but confess that
we have been singularly favored by the
protection of Divine Providence. This
fact, we think, may chiefly be attributed
to the joint prayers which are now
offered up with the greatest fervor and
without interruption for us by the faithful,as formerly they were for Peter.

In the first place, therefore, we render
heartfelt thanks to God, the dispenser of
every good, Intending to zealously guard
with mind and soul, as long as we live,
the gifts which He has bestowed upon
us. Secondly, we call to mind the sweet
protecting influence of the Queen of
Heaven, and shall never fall to celebrate
that memory with thanksgiving and
good works. For it is through her intercessionthat, as through a broad channel,heavenly graces descend upon the
earth; In her hand are the treasures of
the Lord's mercies, and God wishes her
to be source of all His graces.
Promote Practice of the Roanry.

In the arms of this loving mother, the devotionto whom we have ever striven to
encourage, we sincerely hope to breathe
our last. Hut, being desirous for some
time past of confiding the salvation of
human society to the protection of the
Virgin, whose cult is an impregnable cliadelto the enemies of the soul, we have
never censed to encourage and promote
the practice of the Rosary among the
faithful, having already written an Kncyclicalletter on this subject dated September1, 1KS3, and having on several
other occasions, as you well know, publisheddecrees tending toward the same
object.

And, whereas, thanks to the will of tnereifulGod. we have this year also been
spared to witness the approach of October,which month we decreed on a previousoccasion should be sacred and dedleatedto the Heavenly tjueen of the Rosary,we <annot refrain from exhorting
you. describing in a few words all that
\v« have hitherto done to promote flits
form of prayer. We shall crown this
monument by a new document, that all
unr devotion and love for this beautiful
cult to the Holy Virgin, which we have
already recommended, may appear more
clearly, and that the faithful mar be
encouraged to preserve in Its integritythat, pious tjnd holy custom.

Being therefore constantly animated by the
desire that the Faithful should persuade
Tiiemseives or rne efficacy and dignify of
the Rosary of Mary, after having remindedthem of the celestial rather than humanorigin of that mode of prayer, we
proved that the admirable chaplet, composedof the Lord's Prayer and of the
Angelic Salutation, in conjunction with
the practice of meditations, is a most'
efficacious form of prayer, aud one especiallyconducive to the acquisition of immortallife: for. besides the excellence of
the prayers whereof It Is composed, the
Rosary strengthens the faith and affords
splendid examples of virtue In the mysteriesproposed for contemplation.
An Example of Domestic Life.

Moreover, we showed that the practice Is
both easy and well adapted to the Intelligenceand to the needs of the people, to
whom a perfect example of domestic life
Is offered in the contemplation of the
family of Nazareth, aud that n Christian
people has never turned to the Rosary
without feeling its most salutary effects.

Having, chiefly for these reasons, and hy
repeated exhortations, recommended the
use of the most holy Rosary, we next,
following in the footsteps of our predecessors.applied ourselves to the task
of increasing its majesty by rendering
its cult more widespread. For even as
Slxtus V.. of blessed memory, approved
the ancient custom of reciting the Rosary,
and Gregory XIII. set apart a day speciallydedicated to it. which feast was
inscribed bv Clement A'lII. in the Mnrtvr-
oiogiuin, ordered to be celebrated throughoutthe Catholic world by Clement XL.
and inserted in the Roman Breviary by
Benedict. XIII., so also we, as a lasting
proof of our good will, toward this kind
of d.evotiou, have decreed that the above
mentioned solemnity wlfh its office be
celebrated throughout tne Church with
double rite, of second class, we have desiredthat October be sacred to this devotion,and lastly we have decreed that
the invocation: Regina Sac-ratissimi Rosariibe added to the Lauretan Litanies,
trusting that it may prove a token of
victory in the present conflict;

CHINA'S " SHE" WHO
MUST BE OBEYED.

Dowager Empress An's Murderous Careerfrom Slavery to Supreme
Power.

It Is upon the purple Forbidden City, as

the Imperial Palace at Pekin is styled,
that the attention of the whole civilized
world is concentrated at the present moment.Even in ordinary times little is
known of what goes on behind those six
miles of lofty gray walls by which the residenceof the '"Son of Heaven" and the
"Brother of the Sun" is surrounded.

It la rumored in Pekin that the Emperor'
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is dead. Kut although this is generally
believed, nothing positive is known about
the subject, and none of the customary
mourning for an Emperor, which consists
in letting the hair grow, in the closing of
theatres, in the removal of everything red
from the houses, from the streets and
from the attire of the people, has as yet
been inaugurated. Still every oue is convincedthat Emperor Kwangsu lias been
gathered to his fathers at The early age
of twenty-seven.
Poison isahe agency by which this ruler

of the niost*popuious empire of the universe
is believed lo have been removed, and his
tlOrtth lit Chill 1-krt fllio 4-n l/lniif i/.n 111- +Vw»

same reasons as those which' led to the as-
sassinatinn of his predecessor, namely a desireon his part to open up his country to
Western civilization and to embark upon
an era of progress and enlightenment.
The authorship of these crimes is ascribed

not without reason to the Dowager Em-'
press and to her chief eunuch, a digtii-
tary as dreaded as herself, who rejoices in
the name of Pltsian-Li. i
Sixty-four years of age. this woman,!

whose appearance is even more of a mys-]tery to the people of China than that of
the Emperor, since she only talks to the
Ministers and great personages of the Empirefrom behind a screen which effectuallyconceals ber features, lias ruled the
400.00D1000 of Chinese through four decades
with a rod of iron.

Rose from Slavery.
Born it slave, she was the second wife of

Emperor Hien Fung, and, owing to the decrepitudesincl incapacity of the latter, had
virtually absorbed all the power and controlof the administration of the Eutperor
during the closing years of liis reign. Koalizlugthat her position as secondary wife
was such as might give rise to objections
to her position as virtual Regent, she, with
singular shrewdness, exercised all power
through the, first wife, or Chief Empress,
and to such an extent ingratiated herself
with the latter That when Hien Fung died
through poison, it is believed administered
by herself, the Chief Empress insisted upon
me spcuminry wue neing associated with
her. as under the title of Empress of the
West In the Regency during the minorityof Hieu Fung's son. Kitsiaug.
Emperor Kltsiang had but recently attainedbis majority, when be suddenlydied. Just in time to prevent the puttinginto execution the same projects of reform

and Western Innovations with which his
successor. Emperor Kwangsu, has recently
been credited, and which have doubtless
brought about his premature death.
His place on the throne was taken by a

child of Prince Chun, the two Empresses
of the East and West practically having
control of the nomination. The boy was
four years Old at the time, and was probablyselected not so much by ren '.11 of his
near relationship to the dead Emperor as
in consequence of his extreme youth, which
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promised a long Regency to the two Empresses.
Complete Power at Last.

Eire years later Empress An came to (ho
conclusion that her associate, the Empress
of the East, was a source of embarrassmentand an obstacle to her own exercise
of autocratic power. So one flue day the
sudden death of the Empress of the East
was announced, ind Empress An reigned
from that time forth alone in the name of
the young Emperor.
The next to follow the Empress of rlio

East^tQ the grave as a victim of this OrientalRorgia was Prince Kuug, the uncle
of Emperor Kwangsu, and to whose ooODPrationanil isshf:i nco Cinnrnts An \\-<\a

mainly indebted for her rise to the position
of Regent.
He was struck (town in the very plenitudeof his prestige and power, and his

fate, more than anything else, served to
imbue the great personages of the empire
with a mighty fear and respect for the little
old woman behind the screen.
When Emperor Kwangsu attained the

age of sixteen lie was married not to the
girl of his choice, but to a maiden selected
for him by the Dowager Empress, The
consort thus chosen for him was a h'omelv
and disagreeable niece of the Dowager,
and it was not long before he commenced
to neglect his wife for the sake of the
beautiful'(laughter of a Manchu officer.
Naturally the young Empress appealedto her aunt, the Dowager An. and shortlyafterward the lovely Manchuriau sue-

cumhed to the same deadly agent as that
which has laid low all those who stand in
the way of China's Lucretia, namelypoison.

Fatal I'rogressiveaess.
Among oilier victims of Empress An are

the Marquis Tseng, so long China's representativein Europe, and who by reason
of his imposing presence, his enlightenment
and his statesmanship, was known as
China's Bismarck. Numerous other Chinesestatesmen who betrayed a tendency
toward Western civilisation have been iv-
moved by Empress An. some Insidiously by
moans of poison, others by decapitation,
others again by being handed a silk scarf
v.irli which to strangle themselves, by
which deatli their family escapes the degradationthat would rest upon it in the event
of their decapitktiou.

EYRAUD'S GIRL
ACCOMPLICE ILL..

Gabrielle Bompard Has Consumption
and Will Not Live to Finish

Her Sentence.
s-

A reporter of the Eclair, of Paris', called
a few days ago at the Maison Centrale de
Keclusion, in Clermont, in the Department
de l'OIse, where Mile. Gabrielle Bompard,
the unhappy heroine of the Eyraud case,
one of the causes Celebres of Paris, Is at

present confined. The reporter was not
permitted to nee the Bompard woman, hut
tlie superintendent of the prison willingly
answered all his questions.
"The aecomplie of Eyraud," said this

functionary, "is, like all other great criminals,one of our hest subjects. For a
time she was employed as bookkeeper In
our institution, but now we have been
obliged to place her in the infirmary.

"Is she really very sick?" asked the reporter.
"Yes, I might as well tell you that she

is seriously ill. She is suffering from consumption.ami 1 fear that the disease Is
incurable. Despite the fact that her term
expires in three years. 1 fear that she will
leave the institution before that. i. e., she
will be carried from it to her grave."
"Does she receive news from her people?"
"She has never received letters from

them, though she has addressed many to
them."
The superintendent explained and demonstratedby statistics that most female

prisoners who enter penal Institutions beforethey have attained their full^ physicaldevelopment are attacked by this terrible
siekness, and that few leave the prisonsalive.

Foreign Notes.
One of the measures to be introduced inthe German Reichstag, which will be openedon November lib. is tbe abolition of corporalpunishment in the schools. It is believedthat most of the members are staunch believersin the old maxim, "Spare the rod

and spoil the chUd."
Stuttgart. Bavaria, is just now the scene

of a Socialist convention. This good old
stronghold of the Conservative party is astoundedto see so many votaries of the new
political doctrine. Delegates en masse are
present from all parts of Germany, and
many sympnrmzers rrom foreign countries
have been asked to participate in the deliberations.
The merchants of Silesia liave petitioned

the authorities to revoke tlie law restricting
the importation of iive hogs from foreign
countries.

granting him an allowance because of hla
office, but the proposal was rejected. The
Assembly is now engaged in discussing the
Constitution.

made ,iu the provinces show the determinationof the insurgents to obtaina specific guarantee of favorable terms
before releasing the prisoners now In their
hands, and it Is certain that they will
never cheaply relinquish their dearly bought
conquests.

Americans Making i'rienda.
Everywhere is seen evidences of appallingstruggles. Popular opinion favors autonomy,which it is generally expected will

be established. The people rather distrust
the Americans, who, beginning to realize
tills fact, sent the cruiser Raleigh to the
northwestern ports for the purpose of showingthe American flag and making friends
with ll\e natives.
The cruiser's officers endeavored to arrangean interchange of hospitalities, 1

the natives at lirst were unwilling to visit
the ship unless hostages were landed. Finally.however, friendly feelings were established,and the natives were agreeablysurprised at the American attitude.
A sanitary board, with an American at

its head, lias been .established here. A
corps of physicians are superintending
sanitary work in all the districts of the
city and vicinity.
